NEW YORK, April 30.—George 


today—in an all-day pageant. He 
was welcomed and paraded in 
Lower Manhattan. He said again 
his farewell to his army and then 


he was inaugurated as first Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

This was New York’s formal ob- 
servance of the bicentennial year. 
The scenes were not without sol- 
emnity, but amusing little hitches 
and plentiful anacronisms_ spiced 
the proceedings. 

The Father of His Country set 
out from the Jersey shore in a 
barge when 13 guns boomed at 
Fort Jay at i0 a. m. Two barges 
carried the. costumed party, with 
Kenneth Murchison, architect, im- 
personating Washington, slowly 
down the bay to the end of Man- 
hattan. 

Revenue cutters, bright with 
flags, led the way, and other steam 
craft unknown in 1789 flanked the 
barges, while airplanes circled aloft 
and steam whistles shrilled on the 
bay. Concealed motors on the 
barges chugged, but the sailors 
wearing cocked hats pulled ours 
lustily as they passed the review- 
ing stand on the battery shore.. 

Hundreds of school children 
were among the crowds lining the 
waterfront, waving flags in greet- 
ing. An imposing row of silk top- 
pers decorated the stand, worn by 
Mayor Walker, Grover Whalen, 
Dr. Thomas Darlington, the Grand 
Sachem of Tammany, Gene Tun- 
ney amd civic and military notables.

BOSTON, April 30.—A _  recom- 

mendation for a referendum on 
prohibition was presented by a 
preliminary resolutions committee 
today at a general meeting of Mas- 
sachusetts Republicans in Faneuil 
Hall called by the Republican Club 
of Massachusetts. Delegates from 
all accredited party clubs through- 
out the State attended the confer- 
ence. 
The resolution says: “We believe 
the mandate of the voters of Mas- 
sachusetts twice expressed on the 
prohibition question should be car- 
ried out.

TSENATORDENOUNCES 


CONVICTION OF MASSIE 


McKellar Says Judge Who Pre- 
sided Over Grand\ Jury 
Should Be Impeached. 


By che Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The 
impeachment of a Judge and aboli- 
tion of the territorial government 
in Hawaii were demanded on Capi- 
tol Hill today as an aftermath to 
the conviction in Honolulu of the 
four defendants in the Massie casc. 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, said the Judge (Albert M. 
Cristy) who presided over the 
grand jury which voted the indict- 
ments should be removed from of- 
fice. He added he did not believe 
the four defendants ‘‘got a fair 
trial.” 

Placing Hawaii under direct 
Federal control “until white won- 
en are secure from such brutal at- 
tacks as that made on Mrs. Mas- 
sie” was advocated in a statement 
by Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi. ‘That seems to be the 
only way,” he added, “to put a 
stop to such farcical mockeries of 
justice as have grown out of this 
horrible incident.” 

Meanwhile, Department of Jus- 
tice officials explained the Federal 
Government had no power to grant 
leniency to the defendants. This 
could be done, it was explained, 
only by territorial officials. 

McKellar said if he were a mem- 
ber of the House he would move 
for the impeachment of Judge 
Cristy. Such action would have to 
be initiated in the House, not in 
the Senate. Judge Cristy told 
members of the Honolulu grand 
jury, after they had attempted to 
return “a no true Dill, that they 
should retire if they could not 
reconcile their convictions with the 
law and the testimony. 

“The indictment was void,” Mc- 
Kellar said. “The indictment was 


The Judge had no 
right to find an indictment. He 
had no right to refuse to receive 
a report of no true bill from the 
grand jury.

“These people were guilty either 
of murder in the first degree or 
justifiable homicide,” he said.

WESTERN RAILROADS BORROW 
$25,000,000 FROM THE 8, F, C,

CHICAGO, April 30.—Western 
carriers borrowed $254000,000 from 
the Reconstruction Finanee Cor- 
poration up to April 1. These loans 
were offered «s evidence today in 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s hearing on grain rates as 
part of the carriers’ portrayal of 
the seriousness of their Plight. 
Applications for $40,000,000 have 
been made to the commission. 

L. W. Wettling, statistician of 
the Western Trunk Line Carriers. 
presented the commission loans 
and offered a table showing that 
the net operating revenue of West- 
ern carriers in 1931 was $647,- 
800,0C0, a return of about 2.25 per 
cent. The commission has set 5.75 
per cent as a fair return.

Stanley Clarke, Head of 
P. S. Co. Says He Is 


Willing to Confer With 


- Union Leaders. 


President Stanley Clarke of the 
Public Service Co., in a letter yes- 
terday to Harry M. Nelson, presi- 
dent of the car men’s union, states 
that union leaders are welcome to 
confer with company officers any 
time, but that the company has 
not changed its position with refer- 
ence to the proposed 10 per cent 
wage cut June l. 

The letter is in reply to a mes- 
sage from Nelson stating that un- 
ion leaders are willing to confer 
with company officers in the inter- 
est of an “honest settlement.” Nel- 
son told reporters that the car men 
would not agree to abritration, be- 
cause the arbitration last year 
went against the employes. Only a 
complete withdrawal ‘of the notice 
of a wage cut would be acceptable 
to the men, according to Nelson 
and other union leaders. 

Union to Vote This Week. 

Nelson said the strike ballot, 
which the 3100 employes have au- 
thorized their officers to call for, 
would be taken this week on a day 
to be announced. The men will 
cast secret ballots, and a majority 
vote will authorize a strike. : If 
called, he said, the strike probably 
would take place.at midnight May 
°0, the date of the expiration of 
the present working agreement 
with the company. : 

At mass meetings last Monday, 
the employes voted unanimously to 
reject the wage cut, the second 10 
per cent reduction in six months.

PARIS, April 30.—-French voters 


will go to the polls tomorrow to 
elect members of the new Cham- 
ber of Deputies to which the Goy- 
ernment must look for support this 
summer on the issues of repara- 
tions, war debts and disarmament. 

The Chamber will be elected by 
double balloting. All candidates 
who receive a majorky tomorrow 


will become members. In those 
constituencies where no one ré- 
ceives more than half the votes 


cast, runoffs will be held May 8. 


A total of 11,500,000 men—and 
no women—are qualified to vote. 
For the 615 seats in the Chamber, 
there are 3617 candidates. Two 
are dead but their names remain 
on the lists under the law as their 
deaths occurred after the nomina- 
tions were closed. 

Politica] experts expect 80 to 85 
per cent of the voters to go to the 
polls. Indications are that only 
200@to 230 definite results will be 
known by Monday. 

Premier Andre Tardicu, who 
had conducted a vigorouS Ccam- 
paign for a Chamber that will give 
his Government a new lease on 
life, was incapacitated by an at- 
tack of laryngitis when the vote- 
hunting ended tonight. 

The new Chambcr, which goes 
into office June 1, will inherit 
many vital problems, including war 
debts and reparations, Franvo-Ger- 
man and Franco-Italian relations, 
financial aid ‘for the Danubian 
states and disarmament, unem- 
ployment, French trade and -- un- 
doubtedly electoral reform. 

Three,men have been outstand- 
ing in the campaign—-Premier Tar- 
dieu, leader of the Government 
majority; Edouard Herriot, Mayor 
of Lyons and leader of the power- 
ful opposition § radical Socialist 
group, and Leon Blum, leader of 
the Socialists, the strongest party 
in the Chamber. 

The program of the Government 
majority is to continue the general 
policies of the last few years and 
to treat Germany with “firmness 
and conciliation.” Its domestic 
platform is to cut unemployment 
through national works and to aid 
agriculture. 

The radical Socialists would “‘as- 
sure the national defense,” but at 
the same time seek “all economies 
possible in military budgets, which 
are constantly growing, and all 
means leading to disarmament.” 

The. Socialists caW for immedi- 
ate reduction in military expendi- 
tures, national insurance for indus- 
trial workers and for the unem- 
ployed, and nationalization og pri- 
vate insurance companies and 
railroads. 

The Tardieu government has not 
had the support of the Radical So- 
cialists. Both Tardieu and Blum 
have openly wooed the radicals 
during the campaign. 

With no less than 13 groups in 
the Chamber and a band of 20 
Deputies who belong to no group, 
the election has become confused. 
Th line up in the expiring Cham- 
ber is: Government majority, 324 
and opposition, 285. 

There are several feminist can- 
didates, all men, who are running 
on a woman suffrage platform 
alone. One of them is M. Lunte- 
schutz, candidate in the Eighth 
Ward of Paris, which touches on 
the domain of the big department 
stores and the millinery_and dress- 
making shops.

Nathaniel Currier’s “Colored En-{ American -tastes, for Currier 


gravings for the People,” which 
hung in the parlors of marfy Amer- 
ican families in the days of coal oii: 
lamps and covered’ wagons, when 
parlors were opened only to re- 
ceive company, have acquired dig- 
nity with the years and about 100 
of them are on exhibition at City 
Art Museum in Forest Park. 

The prints are from the earlier 
period of production of Currier & 
Ives, from 1835 to about 1880, 


which are more highly regarded: 


than those of later date. They will 
remain at. the museum until May 
15. 

The 100 at the muséum epitomize 
the wide range of subjects covered 
by the 6000 prints turned out of 
tue shops of Currier & Ives. There 
are scenes of the revolutionary, 
Mexican and Civil wars; of ocean 
ships and river steamers and rail- 
road trains; portraits of presidents 
and of circus freaks.

GARNER TO FACE 
TEST TUESDAY IN 
CALIFORNIA VOTE 


Speaker Opposed by Roose- 
velt and Smith in Fight 
for 44 Votes to National 
Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 30. — Po- 

litical events of the last week, with 

the national conventions less than 


two months away, not only halted 
for the first time the rush of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt toward the 
Democratic nomination, with Alfred 
EK. Smith furnishing the impedi- 
ment, but also adaed Michigan to 
the states advocating a moist plank 
in the Republican platform. 

Smith left no doubt in the minds 
of politicians that he was out to 
stop his successor at Albany when, 
in commenting on his capture of 
the Massachusetts delegation ‘of 36, 
he said: ’ “I guess that puts a 
ehock under the old band wagon.” 
The supporters of both are still 
making varying claims as to the 
division of Pennsylvania’s 76 dele- 
gates. The Roosevelt claims run as 
high as 66 and those for Smith 44. 
The preference vote there is virtual- 
ly assured the present New York 
Governor, but this is not binding 
on the delegates. 

Other Names Offered. 

The names of John W. Davis and 
Owen D. Young have been revived 
in gossip concerning Roosevelt's 
possible failure to foreclose the 
nomination in advance of the June 
27 convention. 

With 626 Democratic delegates 
chosen to date and only 534 more 
to be selected, the lineup tonight 
was as follows: 

Roosevelt instructed, pledged and 
claimed, 279; Lewis pledged, 58; 
Smith pledged, 36; Reed instruct- 
ed, 36; Murray instructed and 
pledged, 23; in doubt, 188. 

Included in the 188 doubtful are 
Pennsylvania’s 76 and 92 from New 
York. Roosevelt probably will 
have at least 100 of these at the 
convention, but at this juncture 
they have to be classed as doubt- 
ful because of almost daily chang- 
ing claims. <A total of 770 is need- 
ed to nominate. 

California’s primary on Tuesday 
will be watched with unusual in- 
terest. It will be a three-way con- 
test for 44 delegates, bringing to- 
gether for the first time Roosevelt, 
Smith and Speaker Garner. The 
preference decision there is bind- 
ing on the delegates. There will 
be no doubt as ta the victor when 
the votes are counted. 

It will be Garner's first formid- 
able test. If he should win he will 
be projected out of the favorite son 
class. At once he would have a 
block of 90 convention votes, Tex- 
as already having promised him 
46. If he loses, both for Garner 
himself and his Tex&s supporters 
the question of continuing active 
support for him would be raised. 
Garner has been keeping silent 
about the boom started for him 
many weeks ago by William Ran- 
dolph Hearst and William G. Mc- 
Adoo. 

Puzzle in“Senator Long, 

Senator Long of Louisiana, whose 
bolt of the Democratic leadership 
in Congress made it more doubtful 
where his state’s uninstructed 20 
convention votes will go, said today 
he would not be for Garner were 
the convention held now, but for 
Senator Norris, Nebraska Republi- 
can independent. 

With President Hoover’s renom- 
ination virtually assured, the Re- 
publicans’ chief worry is over their 
platform. By coming out for re- 
submission at their convention this 
week, Michigan and Minnesota Re- 
publicans added considerable 
strength to the wet plank advo- 
cates, who now hail from Connec- 
ticut, New Jersey (yet to act) and 
Missouri.

head of the defunct financial house 
of Caldwell & Co., on charges of 
fraudulent breach. of trust and his 
prison sentence of one to three 
years were reversed today by the 
Tennessee Supreme Court. The 
Court sharply criticised the trial 
Judge for considering “privately 
procured evidence.” The action re- 
mands the case to Davidson County 
Criminal Court for a new trial. 

Referring to the procedure un- 
der which Caldwell was found 

guilty, the Court said:. “The trial 
Judge did not rest his conclusion 
upon the evidence before him, but 
states that he went outside of court 
and outside the record and private- 
ly procured evidence which he con- 
sidered in connection with the legal 
evidence in adjudging that the evi- 
dence introduced by the defendant 
to support the motion for continu- 
ance was untrue.” 

The decision, in which all of the 
five Justices concurred and which 
was read by Justice William L. 
Cook, criticised Criminal 
Judge Chester K. Hart for making 


the private investigation to deter-| 
mine the condition of the public 
mind toward Caldwell and said the 


Judge was in error in setting the 
trial at the time he did. This, the 
opinion said, was to the “manifest 
prejudice” of the defendant. 

The trial was ill-timed, the court 
ruled, in that the jury. was “drawn 
from a public whose interest had 
been aroused by bank failures 
and by the financial distress of the 
entire community, fanned and kept 
alive by continued broadsides from 
an active and influential press and 
by legislative invective and inves- 
tigation to the very day the trial 
was begun.” 

The court also pointed to what 
it termed lack of evidence’ that 
Caldwell, himself, knew of the 
trust violations “by other officers 
of the corporation” until after they 
were committed. 

Caldwell, whose personal wealth 
was once rated in financial reports 
at $7,000,000, sat in the court room 
with his father and brother, and 
his attorney. 

“Thank God for a Supreme 
Court,” Caldwell said, after Justice 
Cook finished reading the opinion. 

Caldwell was convicted last July 
6 of violating a trust agreement 
with Hardeman County, Tenn., 
which had deposited the proceeds 
of a $200,000 road bond issue with 
the company.

Senator Norbeck Knows More 
About Well ‘Rigs’ Than 


‘Rigging’ Stock. ..~ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 30. — The 
man at the helm of the Senate's 
stock market investigation, Chair- 
man Norbeck of the Banking Com- 
mittee, has never bought or sold a 
share of stock. He knows nothing 
about “rigging the market” but all 
about operating a “rig,” the ap- 
paratus with which the South Da- 
kota Senator started out as a well 


driller. 
“T used to be a useful citizen,” 
Norbeck says. “There are 10,000 


in South Dakota that I drilled. 
They would reach from Pierre to 
Washington.” 

This well driller, who is neither 
lawyer, nor banker, and never went 
to college, heads the banking com- 
mittee which has handled more iin- 
nortant legislation at this session of 
Congress than any other Senate 
Committee and is now investigating 
the New York Stock Exchange. 

But Norbeck has definite ideas 
on the stock market. Back in the 
boom days when stocks were con- 
stantly rising, Norbeck gave warn- 
ing of the use of Federal Reserve 
funds for speculation and his col- 
leagues became familiar with his 
frequent reminder that “what goes 
up must come down.” 

Now with all the lawyers, finan- 
ciers and scholars on his commit- 
tee, the former farm boy has as- 
sumed cOmmand of the investiga- 
tion and is insisting that it “go to 
the bottom” to find the abuses he 
believes exist. 

With Congress devoting most of 
its attention this session to éco- 
nomic affaira, Norbeck's committee 
has handled the bulk of the relief 
legislation. l‘rom it has come the 
measure setting up the $2,000,000,- 
000 credit corporation; the Glass 
banking bill; the Glass-Steagall 
credit law; the $125,000,000 Farm 
Loan Bank bill and lately, a meas- 
ure to strengthen tho intermediate 
credit banks. The last two Of these 
Measures bore Nofbeck’s name. 

The South Dakota Senator is not 
a member of either the “regular”’ 
Republican group or the indépend- 
ent bloc. He votes with one about 
as often as with the other. 

Throughout his career in the Sen.- 
ate hé has fought for a farm relief. 
program that would restore the 
farmers’ purchasing poWefr, but hé 
voted against the program present- 
ed by President Hoover bécause he 
considered it a “fake.” 

Norbeck works ‘ong hours, usu- 
ally staying at his office until about 
10 o’cléck at night. He doesn't 
play cards, golf 6r hunt, but gets 
most of his recreation ffom walk- 
ing and reading.

BOMBING ATTACK 


Suspects Arrested in French 
Concession and Turned 
Over to Japanese Of- 
ficials at , Shanghai. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, China, April 30. — 
Wleven Koreans alleged to have 
been involved in ,the Hongkew 
bombing yesterday, in which one 
high Japanese Official was killed 
and five others were injured, were 
arrested today. 

Reports emanating from the 
French Consulate were that the 
men, who lived within the French 
concession, had been taken in cus- 
tody by the French authorities and 
turned over to the Japanese, Ac» 
cording to these reports, the pris- 
oners had for some time been en- 
gaged in anti-Japanese and revo- 
lutionary activities. 

Although reticent to disclose 
many details, French authorities 
indicated the Japanese were un- 
dertaking a cleanup of Korean 
revolutionaries heré who have been 
opposing Japanese operations in 
Korea and Manchuria as well as 
in Shanghai. 

It was understood that one of 
those arrested was C. H. Ahn, with- 
in whose house, it was alleged, 
documentary evidence of anti-Jap- 
anese activities was obtained. Ahn 
Was described as the ringleader of 
the Korean revolutionaries. His 
wife lives in Los Angeles. 

A report was circulated that the 
thrower of the bomb was a Jap- 


‘anese and not a Korean. Accord- 


ing to this story the Japanese mili- 
tary officials decided to say noth- 
ing about this development. Mili- 
tary authorities and Consular of- 
ficers refused to discuss the § re- 
port, saying a statement would be 
issued after an investigation had 
peen completed. 

Y. Kawabata, president of the 
Shanghai Japanese Residents Asso- 
ciation, died early today from 
wounds recéived in the bombing. 
Those’ injured were Mamoru 
Shigemitsu, Japanese Minister to 
China; Gen. Yoshinori Shirakawa, 
Major-General Kenkichi | Uyeda, 
Admiral Kichisaburo Nomura and 
Consul-Genéfal Kuramatst Mural. 

There seémed to be léss ground 
today for bélief that the bombing 
would put anh end to the Chinesé- 
Japanese afmistice negotiations. 
Both Chinesé and Japanese offi- 
cials said the parleys would be fe- 
sumed as s60n as representatives 
had been seélectéd to replace the 
men incapacitated by bomb 
wounds. The Japanese thought the 
negotiations might start again on 
Monday.

DEMURRER SUSTAINED 


Three Policy Holders. Sued St. 
Louis Mutual for An 
Accounting. , 


A demurrer filed by the defense 
in a suit by three policyholders for 
an accounting against the St, Louis 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., 3640 
Washington boulevard, and its of- 
ficers, was sustained’ by Circuit 
Judge Nortoni yesterday. He held 
the petitioners cannot maintain the 
action and the petition shows no 
cause of action in that the right to 
sue in such circumstances. rests 
solely in the Superintendent of In- 
surance of Missouri. 

In their suit the plaintiffs Emil 
Reilly, William Reilly and Eunice 
Barry, objected to the conversion 
of the company in 1930 from the 
strictly mutual system, under 
which it had been operating by 
special charter 76 years, to a stock 
and legul reserve plan. In_ the 
theory they were creditors it was 
contended by petitioners that they 
and other mutual policy owners in 
the corporation were entitled to a 
distribution of the assets, valued at 
more than $2,900,000. The _ suit 
pointed out that the mutual con- 
cern had more than $12,000,000, in- 
surance in force, with a reasonable 
value of $400,000, and the net in- 
come of the business amounted to 
$300,000 a year. 

In his decision Judge, Nortoni 
emphasizes the importance of the 
law conferring the right in the 
State Insurance Department to 
bring such actions. He said: 

“No one can doubt the public pol- 
icy of this State, as expressed in the 
statutes, creating the Department 
of Insurance and casting certain 
duties upon the Superintendent of 
Insurance as the guardian and pro- 
tector of all interests involved. 
These statutes are similar to the 
banking act and the statute touch- 
ing the organization of building 
loan associations. It is the high

MORTGAGE FRM MEN 
OBTAN ANEW TRIAL 


American Bond Co. Officers, 
Father and Three Sons, 
Convicted.

By the Associated Press. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 30. — 
Four officers of the American Bond 
and Mortgage Co. of New York and 
Chicago were granted a new trial 
in Federa! Court today on charges 
of conspiracy and misuse of the 
mails. 

They were convicted Feb. 25 in 
connection with the sale of second 
mortgage bonds of the Mayflower 
Hotel, Washington, D. C. 

The defendants are William J. 
Moore and his three sons, Harold 
A., Kenneth W. and Charles C. 

Judge Nelson McVivar, in grant- 
ing a néw trial, ruled that the evi- 
dence against them was “wholly 
circumstantial.” 

The Court’s opinion said that 
“there are some facts of general 
knowledge of which the Court can 
take judicial notice to the effect, 
that during 1928 and until the fall 
of 1929, there was a general feel- 
ing of optimism in the bond mar- 
ket. There was a good demand 
for bonds at high prices. In the 
fall of 1929 a crash occurred in 
the securities market. The price 
of bonds since then has been much 
lower. Bonds which were rated as 
good investment bonds then, are 
now rated as speculative or high- 
ly speculative. ) 

“The evidence in this case is 
wholly circumstantial. Two infer- 
ences can be drawn therefrom— 
one of these inferences, which is 
probably the-stronger of the two, 
is that defendants believed the sec- 
ond mortgage bonds on the May- 


flower Hotel Co. property, which 
they sold, were good, sound and 
merchantable bonds which would 
be income producing investments 
until paid. It follows, therefore 
that this court, in applying the rule 
laid down in Graceffo vs. United 
States, and Rossiter vs. United 
States supra, should have found 
that there was not substantial evi- 
‘dence of facts agaisnt the defend- 
ants convicted which excluded every 
other hypothesis than that of guilt. 
The Court should have affirmed 
the request: of the defendants for 
binding instructions.”

LONGER PERIODS CONSIDERED 
FOR LEFT-TURN TRAFFIC LIGHTS 


Safety Council Recommends Check 
on Time Allowed After Study 
of Intersection Accidents. 

After examining accident records 
for several years at 20 street in- 
tersections where left turns past 
traffic signals are permitted, the 
Safety Council has recommended a 
check to determine whether left- 
turn periods should be lengthened. 
It recommended specifically that 
the time be increased for this type 
of movement at Vandeventer ave- 
nue and Lindell boulevard, 

Consideration should be given 
the desirability, as funds become 
available, of installing signal heads 
with separate caution and left- 
turn lights, the council said. The 
report continued: 

“Be fore any left-turn move- 
ments are eliminated, a thorough 
study should be made of the actual 
necessity due to congestion or 
hazards, and consideration should 
be given the new conditions which 

imposed upon wBdijacent 
streets and intersections t re- 
routing traffic. At only one inter- 
section, Kingshighway and Man- 
chester avenue, have left-turn acci- 
dents exceeded through and right- 
turn accidents. The city Traffic 
Division is investigating the desir- 
ability of a change there.”

FOUR TRPS PLANNED 
FORROVING SCOUTS 


Two East, One North and One 
to Yellowstone: and 
Colorado. 


Two Washington Bicentennial 
tours to Washington, D. C., a circle 
tour through the Wisconsin-Michi- 
gan lake country and a 25-day trip 
to Yellowstone Park, Teton Park 
and Colorado Springs will be con- 
ducted by the St. Louis Boy Scout 
Council this summer as the Roving 
Camp portion of the council’s 1932 
camping program. As on previous 
Roving Camps, the trips will be 
made in council-owned busses, un- 
der the leadership of Activities Di- 
rector Charles H. Mills. 


While trips to Washington have 
been part of the Roving Camp pro- 
gram ever since the first tour was 
made, the two Eastern camps this 
summer will differ sonie¢what from 
those of preceding years because of 
the Washington Bicentennial ob- 
servance. A number of celebrations 
will be staged in Washington while 
the campers are there, the largest 
of the year taking place the day 
after the first Roving Camp reaches 
the capital. This celebration will 
be in the form of a pageant, with 
a major cast of 5000 persons, a 
chorus of 2000 and the combined 
Army, Navy and Marine bands. 

The first Roving Camp will leave 
St. Louis June 18 and return July 
2. In addition to Washington its 
itinerary includes Atlantic City, 
Philadelphia, Gettysburg and 
Wright Field at Dayton, 0. The 
second Eastern tour, which will 
follow the same route, will leave 
St. Louis Aug. 20 and return Sept. 3. 

The Northern Roving Camp, 
which will be devoted largely to 
fishing, boating and water sports, 
will take 20 days, from July 30 to 
Aug. 18. This tour circles Lake 
Michigan, with stops being made 
at smaller lakes in both Wisconsin 
and Michigan. Yerkes Observa- 
tory, the Sault Ste. Marie locks, 
Sand Dunes State Park and Chicago 
will also be visited,- while a short 
excursion will be made into Canada. 

The Western tour will leave St. 
Louis July 5, and return July 29. 
Following a trail through Kansas 
and Nebraska, the campers will 
then visit Hell’s Half Acre in Wy- 
oming: Cody, Wyo., the home of 
Buffalo Bill; the Yellowstone, Jen- 
ny Lake, in the Jackson's Hole 
country; Denver and Colorado 
Springs. Seven days will be spent 
in Yellowstone Park, and three 
days in Teton National Park. In 
the latter park a pack-train trip 
will be taken up onto a glacier. 

All of the tours this year will be 
limited to.20 scouts each, plus 
Mills, his assistant directors, a doc- 
tor and a chef.

Meantime, our Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has opened the budget of the new financiai 
year and the country is contemplating some- 
what grimly the fact that his proposals of- 
fer us no relief in any direction from the ap- 
palling burdens laid on us last autumn. No 
taxes are to be reduced, no economy cuts di- 
viinished. The only alteration in the bill is 
the promise of still further taxation to make 
certain that, although the resources of tax- 
payers are dwindling, the national finances 
shall be maintained intact.

IPLEY FREEMAN, past president of both

Even including the danger area west of} 


the Rocky Mountains, and the 700 or more 
lives lost during the San Francisco €arth- 
quake and fire in 1906, the author finds that 
only about 930 people in the whole of the 
United States have lost their lives directly 
and indirectly through earthquakes during 


the century which ended in 1930. During 
that period, he states, the greatest loss of | 
life, outside of San Francisco, resulted from | 
the earthquake at Charleston, S. C., in 1886, | 
when 100 lives were lost. Of the total loss 
of property in the San Francisco earthquake 
and fire in 1906, Mr. Freeman finds that only 
five per cent can be attributed to the earth- 
quake proper, and that the balance of the 
loss was due to the fire which followed. 


“No region within the United States or 
Canada appears wholly immune from the 
possibility of earthquake damage,” the author 
avers, “although the liability is exceedingly 
small in those portions of the United States 
located east of the Rocky Mountains. From 
all data of earthquake history and geology,” 
he adds, ““Manhattan Island with its founda- 
tion of exceptionally rigid bed-rock, over 
which its buildings of greatest value stand, 
appears to be one of the very safest spots in 
the United States for probable immunity from 
destructive earthquake shock.”’ 


“The total earthquake damage in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, exclusive of fire dam- 
age following quakes, during the last cen- 
tury,” Mr. Freeman estimates, “does not ex- 
ceed, roughly, $40,000,000." The author also 


explains that the motion of an earthquake |

is not as bad as most people believe it to be 
and “rarely, if ever, as terrible As many of 
the published accounts lead one to believe. 
In nine cases out of ten,”’ he adds, “happen- 
ings during earthquakes that involve loss of 
life and property are the results of inexcus- 
ably bad designs, or of bad building construc- 
tion, and covzld be prevented by the use of 
proper construction methods.” 

“Well built structures of wood or brick, or 
of squared stone laid up in strong mortar, 
have generally withstood earthquake shock, 
Buildings of monolithic reinforced concrete, 
deposited around well designed steel skele- 
tons, have in general withstood wonderfully 


well the extremely severe earthquakes of To- 


kio, Japan, 1923; Santa Barbara, Cal., 1925; 
Managua, Nicaragua, 1931; and New Zea- 
land, 1931.” . 

The author reassures his readers concern- 
ing the possible earthquake future of the 
United States. “The zones of greatest earth- 
quake activity,” he says, “are limited and 
well defined. By studies of earthquake belts, 
and by history, and by studies of topography 
and great contrasts of elevation bétween 
mountain ranges and ocean deeps, we are re- 
assured that ‘the San Francisco earthquake 
of 1306, the New Madrid 
and the Owens Valley

In some clumsy fashion we shall probably alleviate 
the misery which surrounds us. Sooner or later, 
whatever we do or leave undone, demand will reas 
sert itself and industrial activity will slowly revive. 
But we dare not leave to chance the prevention of 
further catastrophe. Unless we learn the Jessons of 
this depression and courageously apply the remedies 
to which they point, we will shortly find ourselves 
again in the midst of chaos and despair. If the 
hardships of the past three years should teach us 
to avail ourselves of the means of preventing their 
repetition, our social gain might well be worth the 
cost. But if we persist in closing our eyés to the 
plain teachings of adversity, we shall but proceed 
from one tragedy to the next. 

The depression has shown us, for one thing, that 
no nation can gain from a world war. The victors 
today are paying, along with the vanquished, the 
price of the last great conflict. Warfare syddenly 
over-expands industry, diverts production into new 
channels, closes old markets, intensifies competition 
and disrupts trade. It abruptly imposes upon busi- 
ness revolutionary changes to which it can adjust 
itself but slowly. There can be no lasting prosperity, 
no industrial stability, in a world which attempts to 
settle its problems by resorting to violence. If we 
are to avoid depressions, we must prevent war. We 
must develop, as rapidly as we can, every pacific 
method of settling internationa] differences. For 
America, this means, in practical terms, membership 
in the World Court and in the League of Nations, 
aggressive leadership in the reduction of armaments 
and active participation in international economic 
conferences. 

We have learned, again, that domestic prosperity 
is dependent upon world prosperity. We cannot 
flourish while Europe lies prostrate. The war left 
Germany in debt to the Allies; the Allies in debt to 
the United States. The collection of these debts, com: 
plicated by an insane elevation of restrictive tariffs, 
drew gold to America and to France, depressed prices 
throughout the world and destroyed the markets for 
our goods abroad. American exporters cannot pros- 
per when their customers abroad cannot buy from 
them. ‘And domestic business éannot thrive while 
such basic industries as agriculture and automobiles 
are deliberately cut off from foreign markets. The 
exportation of American capital, as we have seen, only 
served to postpone the inevitable. If we are ever 
to collect interest on the money we have lent 
abroad; if we are to restcre markets for the products 
of our industry, we must move courageously toward 
the reduction of tariff barriers, reparations and inter- 
Allied debts. 

Another of the lessons of the depression is that 
blind speculative buying of raw materials and com, 
petitive over-expansion of industrial equipment dur- 
ing boom times is certgin to terminate in a business 
crisis. Such activity might be prevented by giving 
the Government coercive control over business. But 
it is not necessary for us to go that far. Senator La 
Follette has, fortunatély, proposed a device which 
would accomplish the same purpose by voluntary 
means. He would have us establish a national eco- 
nomic council which would collect, co-ordinate and 
publish such complete information on industria! 
trends that private business would no longer be com- 
pelled to operate in the dark. His plan would lessen 
the danger of depression by checking the excessive 
enthusiasm of business men through the knowledge 
made available to them during prosperity. 

The bitter experience of recent months has also 
shown us that our banking system is not as safe 
and sound as we have a right to expect it to be. In 
1928 and 1929. it financed an orgy of speculation 
which brought disaster to many of our people. With- 
in the past year some 2300 banks have closed their 
doors and approximately 6,000,000 depositors have 
been deprived of the use of their funds. No other 
country, even during world-wide depression, has suf-

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fered as has ours. Obviously, we must take drastic 
steps to prevent a repetition »f this experience. We 
must put an end to the comparative laxity of state 
and Federal banking administrations, either by the 
enactment of a code of uniform banking legislation 
or by the adoption of a constitutional amendment 
which would vest all power over banking in the Fed- 
eral Government. And we must irrevocably divorce 
the banks which hold the public’s money from the 
business of stock market speculation. The details of 
such a banking policy were clearly outlined by a lead- 
ing authority on banking, Prof. H. Parker Willis of 
Columbia University, in a recent issue of the Nation. 

Still another thing the depression has taught us is 


freely in prosperity; restrict expenditures when busi- 
ness declinés.. We must use every means available 
to stabilize the’ purchasing power of consumers s0 
that the ups and down of business will not be acceler- 
ated by fluctua‘:‘ons in the demand for goods. Two 
means of stabilization are at hand. We can enlist Fed- 
eral, state and municipal governments in a concerted 
attack upon industrial irregularity by restricting pub- 
lic construction during prosperity, expanding it de- 
liberately during depression. The possibilities of this 
device are now génerally recognized. But we have 
scarcely made a beginning upon its application. We 
can stabilize income and purchasing power, moreover, 
and relieve the burdens of depression by the intelli- 
gent extension to other states of the plan of com- 
pulsory unemployment insurance, which has already 
been enacted in Wisconsin. 

Federal fiscal policy, too, may be more intelligent- 
ly directed in the future if we will but profit by the 
experience of recent years. Today the Coolidge-Mel- 
lon program of tax reduction is clearly seen to have 
been foolhardy in the extreme. Had we refused to 
cut taxes in 1924, in 1926 and in 1928; had we main- 
tained the progressive rates of the post-war revenue 
act of 1921, our debt would have been substantially 
liquidated by 1929; our credit would have been un- 
assailable; there would have been no necessity to un- 
dertake the Herculean task of balancing the budget 
at the depth of depression. It would have been un- 
necessary for the Government to initiate drastic mea- 
sures of retrenchment at the very time when it was 
calling on consumers to keep on buying and on in- 
dustry to maintain employment. When prosperity 
returns, if we have learned this lesson, we will main- 
tain the income and estate tax rates of the revenue 
act of 1932 until we have retired our debt and estab- 
lished our national credit upon a basis which will 
enable us to meet any future emergency. 

Clearly, we need not accept a fatalistic philosophy. 
We need not view recurrent periods of paralysis as 
the inevitable lot of industrial society. Many con- 
structive measures are at hand; economic planning, 
banking reform, public works, unemployment insur- 
ance, progressive taxation, tariff reduction, repara- 
tions reduction, debt reduction, disarmament and in- 
ternational co-operation. To ignore them is to invite 
the return of catastrophe. To use them is but to 
profit by what the depression has taught us. 

Obviously, our political leaders have yet to learn 
this lesson. We hear Gov. Roosevelt calling for a low- 
er tariff, while he promises to collect every last penny 
of the war debts. We hear ex-Gov. Smith proposing 
cancéllation of the debts, while he promisés to pre- 
serve the tariff. We hear ex-Secretary Baker renounc- 
ing the League of Nations. We see President Hoover 
backing away from his debt moratorium and reneging 
on public construction, while we hear him declare 
that all we need to do is to “give the American people 
a chance.” . 

Nowhere do we hear assent to the bitter facts of 
human labor displacement by the machine and the 
certainty that the working day and the working 
week must be shortened to meet it. ™ 

Nowhere is there realization that the great era of 
dividend taking in industry is over and that divi- 
dends, to quote Senator Couzens, must be cut for the 
purpose of more equitably distributing among the 
masses the profits of the machine. 

The times cry out for constructive statesmanship, 
for political education, for genuine leadership. And 
they are answered only by confusion. By their fail- 
ure to present anything in the nature of an affirma- 
tive program to us in our present extremity, both 
American industry and American politics have con- 
fessed to their utter incapacity. 


Recalling an Old Industry 


Recent reports that Georgia gold fields, abandoned 
for many years, are now being worked by the unem- 
ployed, recalls an important chapter In American his- 
tory. Our original monétary law of ¥792, based on 
Hamilton’s recommendations, provided for bimetal- 
ism at a mint ratio of 15 to 1. This ratio, however, 
undervalued gold, with the result that very little 
was brought to the mint and our currency consisted 
almost entirely of silver. In the 1820s and ’30s 
many proposals were made for a mint-ratio of about 
15.6 to 1 that would bring some gold to the mint, 
although there was little popu'ar support at the time 
for a ratio that would drive silver out of circulation, 

But in the later '20s gold mining was developing in 
the Southern Appalachians. The “silver bloc” was 
not to appear in American politics for nearly half a 
century, but even then it had its forequnner in the 
gold Congressmen from the regions of the new Eldo 
rado. The general belief of historians is that the 
sudden change to a'16 to 1 ratio, made at the last 


moment in the monetary law of 1834, was due pri- 
marily to the influence of Southern miners demanéd- 
ing that something be done for gold. 

At the new ratio it was no longer profitable ta 

bring silver to the mimt. The extensive circulation 
of gold following 1834 was the first step toward the 
eventual establishment of the gold standard in the 
United States. Mints were located in Georgia and 
North Carolina in 1835, and until the California dis- 
coveries almost the entire gold production of the 
country came from that region. 
, The mines were worked out before many years, the 
mints have been long since abandoned, and the 16 to 
1 ratio no longer fahs the flames of political contro- 
versy. The 50 cents to a dollar a day which the un- 
employed are said to be making by panning the 
creeks does not seem big money, but the philosophi- 
cally minded among the new prospectors may find 
comfort in the thought that they are working ground 
where history was made. 


A Few Words About Shirts 


We desire to call attention to a nation-wide move- 
ment to standardize men’s shirts. Now, most of us 
would have a difficult time working up emotion about 
that. One buys shirts, wears them out, throws them 
away. Seldom is the arrival] of a new shirt greeted 
with anything but calm indifference, and no tears or 
sighs accompany its demise. I* is possible that peo- 
ple who make and sell shirts find their standardiza- 
tion an engrossing subject. We do not know. To the 
average man, a shirt on the river’s brim or in a 
dresser drawer or draped around a torso is a shirt, 
and nothing more.

described as “slender, dignified and 
always interesting, thotoughly 
versed in his. profession, supreme 
in judicial) analysis, never eloquent, 
but terrible in his pungent sar- 
casm."” Admitted to the bar in 
Dublin, he had come to St. Louis 
in 1824 after service in the British 
navy and the French army. He 
was. lame in consequence of a duel 
in France. 

The clash between the Judge 
and the attorney arose from the 
almost, hopeless legal tangle of the 
old land grants. It was asserted 
that nineteen-twentieths of the land 
titles in Missouri were questionable, 
until Congress in 1828 confirmed 
the old Spanish grants. 

Sentences His Critic. 

Lawless represented Antoine Sou: 
lard in a land claim which Judge 


.Peck decided against him in De- 


cember, 1825. While appeal was 
pending, the Missouri Republican 
persuaded the Judge to write out 
his opinion for publication. Law- 
less answered as “A Citizen”\in the 
“Missouri Advertiser and St. Louis 
Enquirer,” pointing out “some of 
the principal errors’’—he alleged 18 
—in the decision. 
In the next term Judge Peck had 
the attack of “A Citizen” read in 
court, commenting vehemently, 
paragraph by paragraph, and is- 
sued an attachment for Lawless, 
who declined to retract. Lawless 
was committed to jail for 24 hours 
and suspended from the bar for 18 
months, obtaining release from jail 
on a habeas corpus writ. 
Impeached But Acquitted. 
Through Congressman Scott of 
Missouri Lawless in December, 
1826, brought impeachment pro- 
ceedings which the Judiciary Com- 
mittee recommended in February 
he be allowed to withdraw. Ref- 
ferred again in 1828 and 1829, the 
charges in 1836 brought a recom- 
mendation of impeachment, which 
was voted by the Hause in April. 


The only count was that the 
Judge had acted “unjustly,” op- 
The 


pressively and arbitrarily.” 
defense was that “A Citizen” had 
misrepresented the decision in a 
manner to bring the court into 
“disrepute, contempt and ridicule,”’ 
and that Judge Peck had acted in 
1egal order and given Lawless op- 
portunity to purge himself of con- 
tempt, but that Lawless chose in- 
stead to reassert in court the truth 
of his attack. 

Testimony extending from Dec. 
13, 1830, to Jan. 31, 1831, went 
deeply into the liberty of po 
press. A historian commented, 

is not too much to say of the ass 
that it affords the most able and 
complete exposition of the doctrine 
of contempts and of the judicial 
decisions relating to it to be found 
in the records of legal opinion.” 
Judge Peck was defended by 
William Wirt, who took part in the 
Aaron Burr case. Senator Barton 
ahd Daniel Webster were among 
those who voted for acquittal. Pre- 
judice against Judge Peck was s0 
high at the beginning of the case 
that one of the managers called 
him a “judicial monster,” but a 
gradual reversal culminated, fol- 
iowing Wirt’s closing address, with 
a vote of 22—21 for acquittal. 

New Law Follows Decision. 

Despite the &cquittal, however, 
a need was felt for safeguards for 
the right of adverse comment, and 
as a result a law introduced by 
Senator, later President Buchanan 
was enacted clarifying the elements 
of contempt. 
Judge Peck was described by his 
own witnesses as a man of un- 
failing courtesy and unusual pa- 
tience toward the bar, ordinarily 
calm but of passionate intellectual 
interests so that, in ruling on mat- 
ters of imporiance, he was likely 
to “excite himself by the mere act 
of speaking.” 

The same witnesses declared 
Lawless’ attitude toward the bench 
was obectionable and character- 
ized by such epithets as “asses,” 
“judicial monsters,” and “very 
stupid men, who understand neith- 
er what is said to them nor what 
they read.” Their testimony was 
borne out years later when St. 
Louis attorneys, in an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to prevent his renom- 
ination as Circuit Judge, called 
him “passionate and impatient” in 
a petition to Gov. Boggs. 

When Judge Peck died of pneu- 
monia at St. Charlies April 29. 
1836, Lawless sought his place, but 
President Jackson appointed Réob- 
ert W. Wells.

“T should like to see both the 
Democratic and Republican parties 
write similar ‘planks in their plat- 
forms so that this question might 
be lifted from the coming campaign 
and the minds and thoughts of the 
people centered upon the burning 
« snomic questions now pressing 
upon the nation for solution. 

“It is no uncommon thing for 
politica] parties to write similar 
planks in their platforms—in fact, 
they often agree in advance on 
such planks. Why could not this 
be done in the case of prohibi- 
tion? * * * . 

“I should like to see a plank 
something like the following adopt- 
ed by both political parties: 

““*We pledge the candidates nom- 
inated by this convention, as well 
as the members of the Congress be. 
longing to this politica] party, to 
work out a simple, understandable 
plan for a vote of the people of 
this nation on the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and the re- 
mission of the liquor question to 
the various states. 

“*In the event of a vote for the 
repéal of said amendment by the 
people, we pledge our party to the 
immediate modification of the Vol- 
stead act, permitting the manuf..c- 
ture of light wines and beer, and 
we further pledge the representa- 
tives of the party in the executive 
and legislative branches of both 
national and state Governments of 
this nation, to immediately obey 
the will of the people as expressed

A New Play, ‘‘Another Language,’’ Sneaks Into New 
York and Astonishes the First Nighters—Some Facts 
And Figures on the Municipal Opera— Chorus Try- 
outs Tomorrow and Tuesday for Local Boys and Girls. 


T THIS distance and with the theatrical season well over, except 
for the arrival of Katharine Cornell in “The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street” at the Shubert in a couple of weeks, St. Louis, distinctly 
i Municipal Opera minded for the*rest of the summer, is only. mildly 
| interested in the drama in New York but it might be well to remark 


that it has become a sort of Broadway axiom that there must be one 
delightfully surprising hit among the usual crop of desultory plays 
that always arrive during the off season in the theater. 

“Grand Hotel,” now playing here as a film at the Grand Central, 
arrived unheralded and unknown in New York last year exciting a 
set of unprepared critics into huzzahs. And now there has gone into 
the metropolis a drama called “Another Language” which caught 
first nighters unawares. Expecting only another mild spring play, 
they were joyfully amazed to find one of the most extraordinary 
shows of the season, one that will seriously threaten ‘‘Mourning Be- 
comes Electra” as a candidate for the soon to be awarded Pulitzer 
Prize. | 

“Another Language” was written by Rose Franken, a little 
known author, and produced by Arthur Beckhard, an unknown pro- 
ducer. It has a cast of no stars, but one with such capable perform- 
ers as Glenn Andres, Dorothy Stickney and Margaret Wycherly. 

It offers a simple story, a dramatic exposition of family life as it 
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takes place in the Hallam home and the motive of the plot is merely 

that one Hallam falls in love with another Hallam’s wife. Miss 
Franken exposes every emotion of this family as she leads her story 
to a denouement in the last act which sent the first night audience to 
its feet with an exhibition of cheering rarely seen in the theater 
these days. 

The play marked a triumph for two newcomers to Broadway. 
The outstanding performance was given by Margaret Hamilton, a 
product of the Cleveland Playhouse who was making her Broadway 
debut, and it also revealed Beckhard as an outstanding producer and 

. director. The only previous shows he has staged were in a stock 
company in Greenwich, Conn. Surprisingly, he is one manager who 
produces with his own money.

UT, as remarked before, St. ‘Louis is mos interested now in the 

B coming season in Forest Park which begins on June 6. Local 

boys and girls who aspine to the Municipal Opera chorus will be 
given a chance to display their wares with the first tryouts to be 
held tomorrow beginning at 10 a. m. at the Shubert Theater. Only 
the girls are called for tomorrow's auditions and the boys will be 
given their chorus tests beginning Tuesday at 10 a. m. at the same 
place. 

The try-outs will be supervised by E. R. Simmons, personal rep- 
resentative of J. J. Shubert, the Municipal Theater Association’s gen- 
eral productiong manager for 1932, assisted by Giuseppe Bam- 
boschek, who returns this year for his third season as Municipal 
Opera’s musical director. 

Coincident with the launching of preparations for the coming 
opera season, the Municipal Theater Association made public figures 
which show that it has entertained 5,642,151 St. Louisans and their 
friends in the course of the 13 years of its existence at an average 
cost per person of 53 cents, Its receipts for the 13 seasons total $3.- 
974,825.26 and its expenses $3,913,219.51, so that its books at the 
close of last season showed a profit of $60,605.75. In addition to 
paying its own. way and showing that profit, it has out of its income 
from year to year created the great theatrical production plant—the 
Municipal Theater in Forest Park — which experts conservatively 
value at $320,000. | 

Yet so narrow is the margin on which the Municipal Theater 
Association operates that one excess night of rain will almost wipe 

out the profits of a season. The average season profit for 13 years 

has been $4,738.90. The average income per night during the same 


period has been $4377.56. 


W 
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HEN Municipal Opera was founded in 1919, its principal capital 
was the idea of developing a high artistic summer entertain- 
nent for the common good of St. Louisans and their families. 
Its operations that year were financed by the guarantee pledges of 60 
St. Loulsans who were willing to underwrite the expenses of the ad- 
venture without any profit to themselves and to advance one-half of 
the amount of their pledges to furnish a working capital. Last year 
more than 700 St. Louisans and St. Louis institutions were repre- 
sented in the list of guarantors. But twice in the opera’s experience 
have these underwriters been called upon to make good small def- 
icits. In the course of 13 completed seasons no guarantor has ever 
lost a cent because of his faith in the Municipal Opera, Throughout 
its 13 successful years the Municipal Theater Association has oper- 
ated under a charter from the State of Missouri which prohibits any 
profits to the association and provides that any surplus which may 
accrue from year to year must be spent either in improvements to 
the unique open-air Municipal Theater in Forest Park or in finding 
more artistic productions in succeeding seasons. 

Figures show a total attendance of 5,642,151 in the course of 13 
seasons. The total, however, including the seats set aside each year 
for distribution to underprivileged St. Louisans through almost 100 
co-operative welfare agencies in the city. They also reveal that the 
average ticket purchaser in the course of those 13 years has paid 98 
cents for a seat at the opera. 

Last year’s cost for each production was more than 2 1-2 times 
the cost of each production in 1919, the opera's first year. At the 
same‘time a total attendance of 687,686 in the season of 1931 was 
3.02 times the 159,725 people who saw the productions of the first 
£eason.

THE WEEK’S NEW FILMS

HAT ‘“Grand Hotel,” which is 
T= the re-opened Grand ntra! 

Theater as a dollar and a half 
road show picture will head the list 
of the 10 best films of the year 
next December goes almost with- 
out saying. There is a certain 
glamour to the production and to 
the formidable list of film players 
in the cast which is most impres- 
sive and yet the screen version of 
Vicki Baum’s tremendgusly suc- 
cessful book and play left the pres- 
ent more or less captious critic 
somewhat cold. Perhaps an unfor- 
tunate continual and almost con- 
tinuous mental comparison with 
the stage play—a comparison in 
which the cinema came off second 
best—interfered with the proper 
enjoyment of the picture draina. 
This comparison will hardly reach 
out to include the average movie 
fan who never saw Eugenie Leon- 
tovich and Sam Jaffe as the stars 
of the earlier production, but, since 
the admission tax on the cash cus- 
tomers is a bid for the support of 
legitimate theater goers, there will 
be many spectators who will run 
into the same obstacle to unalloyed 
enjoyment. “Grand Hotel,” as a 
picture, has been painted with a 
broader brush on the screen than 
it was on the stage and while the 
more elaborate scenic investure is 
very beautiful considerable of the 
finesse and the intimate touch of 
the older theater has been lost. 
This is specially true of the role 
of Grusinskaya, the dancer, who 
snatches at happiness in her love 
for an hotel thief. Actually a 
rather small part Mme. Leontovich 
made it the commanding and most 
important character in the play at 
the Shubert Theater. Greta Garho. 
on the other hand, in the picture 
is just Greta Garbo, a screen star, 
unused to the delicate touches of 
the real theater, and her Grusin- 
skaya is merely incidental to the 
story. The best part in the pic- 
ture, as it was in the play, is that 
of Kringelein, the bookkeeper who 
has been condemned to an early 
death by his doctors and who is 
taking a last grand fling at life in 
Berlin’s expensive Grand Hotel. 
Lionel Barrymore, a fine actor any 
time, a consummate artist of the 
stage or screen, is excellent but in 
his case, too, there is the suffer- 
ing of-comparison. His Kringelein 
is a lovable old man while Sam 
Jaffe made him an equally lovable 
young man. In view of the fact 
that the flapper-stenographer 
Flaemmechen forsakes her gayer 
opportunities to run away with the 
pleasure seeking clerk the more 


‘youthful interpretation would seem 


to be the best. John Barrymore, 
despite his studied effort to display 
the classic Barrymore profile in a 
scries of poses, was excellent as the 
penniless Baron who turns from 
robbery to love, but the outstand- 
ing characters in the picture were 
Flammchen, played by Joan Craw- 
ford, and Preysing, the industrial 
magnate, in the hands of Wallace 
Beery, These are roles calling for 
broad treatment, admirably fitted 
to the requircments of the cinema 
art, and Miss Crawford and Mr. 
Beery knew exactly what to do 
with them, and did it. When 
“Grand Hotel’’ reaches the popu- 
lar-priced movie palaces, removiny 
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itself from the contrasts with the 
legitimate theater, it will be a 
grand, and _ successful, entertain- 


ment.

Payne, another Negro, who tried 
jointly with him received life sen- 
tences before Judge Ryan, who 
twice granted new trials on 4as- 
signment of errér. Evans asked 
for a severance at his last trial. 
Payne is awaiting his third trial. 
A third defendant was acquitted. 

John Costello, charged with rob- 
bery under the Henry law, received 
a 10-year penitentiary sentence for 
holding up Herman Hundhausen, 
grocery and meat market  pro- 
prietor, in front of his place of 
business on Kossuth avenue Jan. 
9, taking $22. Costello was traced 
through an automobile license 
number taken by Hundhausen at 
the time of the robbery. Costello 
was seen riding in a car bearing 
that license several days later, was 
pursued by police and. captured 
after his car, a stolen automobile, 
had been wrecked in a collision 
at Blair avenue and Destrehan 
street. 

Walter Smith, Negro, charged 
with assault to kill, was sentenced 
to three months in the workhouse. 
Ernest Thompson, charged with 
burglary, was found guilty of petty 
larceny and received 30 days in 
jail. 

Sam Vivoldi, charged with fe- 
lonious wounding, which grew out 
of an accident in which Vivoldi’s 
car knocked down a Negro woman, 
was acquitted by a jury.

“The Wheel,” by Pierre Roy. 
a painting in which neatly drawn objects 
appear to be so lacking in logical relation to 
one another that, for the artistically unen- 
lightened, there's simply no sense to the 
thing. -“The Window” and “The Wheel” 
—reproduced on this page—, both French 


works, probably were the most baffling of — 


the 329 pictures, forming the foreign sec- 


tion of the Carnegie show, which were dis- ° 


played in the exhibition at the City Art 
Museum in Forest Park, concluded on 
April 18. 

Visitors praised them, laughed at them, 
sneered at them, argued over them, became 
indignant about them. It was pretty diffi: 
cult for a good many to believe that the 
term. art could embrace these pictures as 
well as Rosa Bonheur's “Horse Fair’, and 
Whistler's “Mother.” A woman who was 
gazing in perplexity at the Picasso asked 
E. Oscar Thalinger. registrar of the mu- 
seum, to explain it to her. Midway of his 
discourse she suddenly gave him a shove. 
“That's enough!” she snapped, and stalked 
away. The explanation hadn't involved 
any Freudian psychology, either. 

There is, of course, some “sense” to 
these queer paintings, in that the artists 

*had plan and purpose in creating them. 
_ They didn’t slap paint on canvas just to 


get it off their brushes. But it mav he. 


comforting to the bewildered ones to have 
the opinion of Meyric Rogers, director’ of 
the City Art Museum, that their failure to 
appreciate Picasso and Roy is nothing to 
worry about. He doesn’t “Oh!” and “Ah!” 
about the pictures himself. He thinks they 
are interesting but very limited in their 
appeal. 

In including them in the Carnegie ex- 
hibition, the jury evidently considered them 
good representatives of certain current 
trends in art—trends too important to be 


ignored. This does not necessarily mean 


that the jury considered them good pictures. 


UT it is clear that such canvases have 
power to arouse curiosity and provoke 


controversy, and that, by thus causing 


thought and talk about painting, they stim- 
ulate public interest in the whole subject. 
And one of the main purposes of the 
Carnegie show is to do just that. 

To say that “The Window" and “The 
Wheel” are “abstractions” doesn’t really ex- 
plain them. Just what do they mean? The 
question was put to Rogers, whose po- 
sition requires him not only to keep abreast 
of contemporary movements in art but, sin 
a way, to represent the public in his at- 
titude toward them. 

Before attemotine to answer the ques- 


tion the museum director pointed out that 
Picasso and Roy had failed to confide in 
him what was in their minds when they 
painted these pictures, so his interpretations 
were based merely on the evidence in the 
paintings themselves and what he knew in 
general of the artists’ work. 

“Picasso and Roy,” said Rogers, “have 
simply gone farther than most of the mod- 
ern painters away from the art which seeks 
to mirror life. But they have taken dif- 
ferent paths. As a matter of fact, there is 


hardly anything absolutely new in so-called 


modernism. Few if any of the great paint- 
ers of. the past literally copied what they 
saw. Even when they thought they were 
doing it an instinct stronger than conscious 
thought often directed adaptations and al- 
terations which were ‘agin nature’ but 
which were artistically. necessary. The dif- 


' ference between then and now is one of 


degree, and also in the fact that certain 
artistic conventions have become commonly 
accepted as naturally true and no longer 
affect us as strange. 

“In ‘The Window,’ Picasso tries to pre 
sent pictorially a subjective experience—a 
certain series of impressions on his mind. 
I suppose that one day he walked to 4 
window. As he did so, various things caught 
his eye vaguely and momentarily. But he 
saw only fragments—a corner of a table, 
parts of books and ornaments—as he passed. 
He wasn't thirking of these things, didn’t

look at them directly. Arrived at the win- 
dow, he saw other things—the sky, the 
grill work outside the window, a house 
across the street. He was moved or en- 
tertained by the series of glimpses and 
views, and it seemed to him worth-while 
to put them on canvas. So he made the 
picture, with oblongs of white and gray 
representing different, aspects of the win- 
dow, a patch of blue for the sky that had 
for an instant filled his vision, and a num- 
ber ‘of figures, some of them unrecogniz- 
able, representing objects he had* glimpsed 
in the room. ‘ 


6CYEVERAL planes are used, so that the 
parts of the picture are, to some ex- 
tent, superimposed on one another as the 
objécts they represent were impressed, one 
after another, on the artist's consciousness. 
But the forms are so arranged and the col- 
ors so distrubted that the observer's eye is 
supposed to take in one part of the paint- 
ing after another in a certain sequence. 
That is, the eye will be led from this detail 
to that and then to a third and so on, and, 
seeing them in this order, the observer will 
experience more pleasure than he would if 
he saw them in a different order. At least 
that is the artist's theory, and it has a basis 
in modern psychology. 
“The drawing is purposely crude. Pi- 
casso is an extremely skillful draughtsman, 
as his early conventional work shows, b ¢ 


he elects not to display this skill in “The 


Window’ and similar abstractions, feeling ~ 


that it is a barrier to the proper expres- 
sion and appreciation of this type of art. 
What is commonly understood as good 


drawing is, in Picasso's opinion, an artisan’s — 


trick, which ,does not belong iri pure, or 
abstract, art. It is, he thinks, an artificial 
thing which would prevent his arrange- 
ments of color and vague forms, only sug- 


gestive of actual things, from carrying the 


full burden of expression. 

“In classifying Picasso, probably the 
term expressionist would be as good as 
any. The painter has long been an ex- 
perimenter. He is known as the father of 
cubism from the fact that he was the first 
artist of consequence to try to put into 
practice Cezanne's dictum that everything 
in mature cotld he represented by a cube, 
a cone or a cylinder. Cubism ran its course, 
and now Picasso is absorbed in his expres- 
sionism, trying to make paint talk in a 
launguage of his own devising. 

“To me, “The Window’ is interesting 
as an experiment, and there is a certain 
intellectual pleasure in trying to see in it 
what the artist wanted us to see. But | 
confess it awakens no emotional response 
in me. Fora limited nomber. of people.

I 
thought it was smart to run around 
with a gang down in Armourdale. 
Then I got to going crooked. Let 
me tell you this, if I could walk out 
of here today, without serving the 
eight years ahead, f would gladly 
have my right arm cut off, if that 
was the price. For 25 years I've 
either been in the pen, on parole or 
a fugitive. When I get out I'll be 
52 years old. Better take the straight 
path, boys. I’m telling you the truth. 
Crime don’t pay.’’ 

It was printed in the papers, what 
Bill La Trasse had said, and Mother 
La Trasse was- heartened. It surely 
sounded like Willie had had a change 
of heart. 

Bill had eight years more to serve.

NEW ORLEANS. 

% T RINGS today in 
a I Chapel of Qur 

Lady of the Isle of 
Grand Isle down off 
the south coast of 
Louisiana. 

Joyously it rings 
for weddings. 
Gravely it summons 
worshipers to mass. 
Solemnly it tolls for the dead whose 
souls have passed to another world 
than this. Wildly it sounds the alarm 
when fire threatens the sun-dried 
wooden homes of a folk who live sur- 
rounded by a wide waste of salt wa- 
ters, but whose only fresh water comes 
from, the rain sent from the clouds for 
their cisterns. It has known the joys 
and sorrows of nearly a century. It 
has known tragedy as bitter as death 
itself. 

It is the Silver Bell of Cheniere 
Caminada. 

Over one Archbishop alone has it 
rung. A few days ago it rang silvery 
over the silver head of his grace, the 
Most Reyerend John W. Shaw, Arch- 
bishop of New Orleans. He is the only 
prelate of the church whose ears have 
heard its clear tones. For no Arch- 
bishop visited the town of Cheniere 
Caminada when in the century before 
this it was home to 1590 souls, and 
Archbishop Shaw is the only prelate 
who has ever visited Grand Isle. It was 
on this, his visit, that the tale of the 
Silver Bell of Cheniere Caminada, 
buried through the years, stood re- 
vealed. 

They tell you that the beginning was 


‘nearly 100 years ago. The south coast, 
_ then, as today, was the home of strong, 


sun-blackened, simple folk, fishermen 
as was St. Peter in those days on Gal- 
lilee, Fifteen hundred strong, men 


and women and children, their 500. 


houses dotted Cheniere Caminada. Buc- 
caneers still. lived among them—the 
men and the sons of the men of pirate 
Jean Lafitte. Cutlass and pistol and 
bell-mouthed blunderbuss could be 
found in many a palm-thatched home. 
The house Jean Lafitte built for him- 
self still stood at Grand Isle, just 


across a narrow strip of water. 


To Cheniere Caminada the church 
sent a priest. He was the son of a 
rich and noble Spanish house—Father 
d'Espinosa. He had given up court 
life and the luxury of wealth in. Spain 
to become the padre of these simple 
fishermen. His sister, the noble Sen- 
orita d'Espinosa, came out to join him 
and, with him, to serve God’s humbler 
children. She came by sailing ship 
from Spain to New Orleans. With her 
caine the D’Espinosa family plate. 

Massive plates and platters, ewers 
and bowls and goblets and candlesticks 
of solid silver, deep-graven with the 
D’Espinosa arms—plate made for a 
palace, taken from that palace—came 
to rest in a simple wooden rectory be- 
side a simple wooden chapel on Che- 
niere Caminada. 

‘We egive no banquets of state 
here,’’ Padre d’Espinosa smiled, ‘‘but 
we have need.of a bell. What say you, 
sister of mine? Shall we-give this 
family plate to be cast into a bell to 
summon my parish to worship?" 

To the Senorita d'Espinosa it 
seemed a sacrifice meet and worthy. 
Gladly she gave the silver. Jt was not 
enough for a bell of the size they 
wanted. The folk of Cheniere Cami- 
nada were told of the plan and the 
further need. Their pride was stirred. 
They, simple fisher folk, to have a 
silver bell such as the rich in a great 
cathedral might be proud to have sum- 
mon them to worship! The ancient 
silver with the D’Espinosa arms to go 
into that bell! ‘They gave. Silver of 
their own appeared.; Some of it. had 
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The silver church bell. 


come from  buccaneer-looted 
ships in the Spanish Main. 
Golden  doubloons were 
brought in, dug up from secret 
family hoards in the clay 
floors of thatched cottages. 
Up'by lugger to New Orleans spread 
the word of the cause. Many of the 
devout in the city gave, thrilled by the 
thought of the silver bell calling other 
devout ones to worship on that far 
Louisiana outpost set in the sapphire 
sea. 

At last the fund was full. Silver to 
be melted and cast, and gold to buy 
the bar silver that would round out 
the supply to make a bell weighing 
some 700 pounds. 

It was shipped to Cincinnati, where 
in those years lived the greatest beil 
founders in America. There with the 
melted silver was mixed enough alloy 
to give the metal full resonance, and 
the bell was cast. Its tone was pure 
and beautiful. 

They tell you that was a great day 
on Cheniere Caminada when the bell 
came home. Hours it rang joyous 
peals. The fishing boats coming in 
heard it far Out at sea. They gathered 
in the little wooden chapel and, sum 
moned by the voice of the bell, held a 
mass of thanksgiving. 

Year followed year. Daily the sil- 
ver tones of the Bell of Cheniere Cam- 
inada summoned the faithful to wor- 
ship, made glad _ their 
weddings, mourned with 
them as it tolled over 
their dead. Not a man on 
the south coast but knew 
its voice. It was differ- 
ent, they swore, from any 
bell in all this part of 
the world; clearer, more 
beautiful. They were 
right. They knew it as 
they knew the voices of 
their own mothers. 

Age came upon Father 
d’Espinosa. The time 
came for the good padre 
to give up his flock. 
Other priests followed 
him to Cheniere Cami- 
nada. Men came and 
went. The silver bell stayed on. 

Father Grimeaux was the priest at 
Cheniere Camirada when the: beauti- 
ful Sunday that was October 1, 1893, 
dawned on the south coast. That day 
the silver bell summoned them to 
mass, as Of old. The Gulf of Mexico 
was a sea of clear blue glass, with 
never a ripple. The sun shone bright- 
ly. Birds sang in marsh and ancient 
oak tree. 


HAT day, the story goes, Andre 
Gilbeaux, a fisherman of Che- 
niere Caminada, called his 
friends to his simple home for a 
feast. It was unexpected. - They 
came and ate and drank. And to- 
ward the end Andre Gilbeaux, arose, 
so the tale goes, thick goblet of wine 
in hand, and spoke. His words come 
down the years. 

‘‘My friends, this will be the last 
time we will be together, for tonight 
I will drown. There will 
be companions with me in 
my death. You may think 
that I am crazy. But | 
now drink a toast to you 
all. May peace and rest 
be mine. May God bless 
all that remain behind 
and give peace to the souls 
of my friends who will die 
with me.” 

Some thought him sud- 
denly crazed. Some 
thought him affected by 
the wine of the feast. Some 
shook their heads. Some 
laughed it off as a jest. 

That night hell came 
out of the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and unleashed itself on 
Chentere Caminada — on

of the three men who were sentenced 
to death for participaNon in the crime 
efer paid the penalty, and not one of 
them, in fact, remained in prison more 
than a half-dozen years. 

At the time of his death Barnet Baff 
was a man in his early fifties, the pros- 
perous owner of wholesale poultry 
markets in New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia. He could afford to be 
independent of combinations with 
other dealers, and many of the small- 
er dealers in Washington Market 
claimed that he was ruining them by 
underselling. This was entirely legiti- 
mate, because Baff, dealing iu larger 
quantities, could sell for less and still 


realize a handsome profit. Some of . 


the other dealers combined to form a 
sort of ‘‘chicken trust’’ to arbitrarily 
fix and maintain prices, but Baff 
would have nothing to do with them. 

Baff was apparently fearless-—as 
men are foolishly apt to be when they 
place entire reliance on the _ law. 
When thieves, possibly encouraged by 
his enemies, robbed some of the 
freight cars containing chickens sent 
to him, he _ prosecuted relentlessly. 
When his branch store in Harlem was 
robbed, he helped obtain two convic- 
tions. On that very night a bomb was 
explodéd in the rear of his home. ~ 


ERTAIN of his competitors hat- 
OF him, and it was so well 

known that his life was in dan- 
ger that he was furnished with a po- 
licemanas a bodyguard. But Baff 
didn’t want the guard, and he was re- 
moved. 

Two days later, on November 24, 
1914, Baff received a telephone call in 
the afternoon, asking him to step over 
into a neighboring stall. He lighted a 
fresh cigar, told his son Harry that he 
would be back in a few minutes, and 
stepped out on the sidewalk. 

Three men were lounging near a 
black touring car parked not far away. 
One of the men tipped his hat. The 
other two men drew revolvers and 
fired. Baff dropped dead 
as the assassins jumped 
into the car and were 
driven away. 

The poHce had noth- 
ing to guide them to the 
killers except a descrip- 
tion of the car and the 
first two numbers of the 
license plate: ‘‘24—.” 
After months of pains- 
taking search that last- 
ed into the following 
year, they finally locat- 
ed a car answering that 
description in a Harlem 
garage. It had new li- 
cense plates, but a re- 
view of the records 
showed that fhe num- | 
ber of the old’ plates be- Faber 
gan with ‘24."" The 
car was of the “for 
hire’’ variety. Investi- 
gation showed that during the pre- 
vious year it had most often been 
hired and driven by one Frank Fer- 
rara, a young plumber. 

But he had disappeared and could 
not. be located. 

The police didn’t give up. They 
carefully poked about in the saloons 
of the neighborhood and finally dis- 
covered one which Ferrara frequen'- 
ed. He was arrested—and admitted 
driving the car for the assassins who 
shot Raff. 

One of them, said Ferrara, was Giu- 
seppe Archiello, by that time serving 
a term in Elmira for carrying con- 
cealed weapons. Archiello confessed 
that he was one of the killers and im- 
plicated others. In addition to the 
actual murderers, a half-dozen other 
men, intimately connected with the 
poultry buiness, were indicted for ar- 
murder. Among these

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men was Joseph Cohen, charged with 
being the chief instigator of the plot. 
The chief and most damaging wit- 
ness against Cohen was Joseph Sarro. 
He had no part in the crime, but he 
positively identified Cohen as the man 
who had arranged and paid for the 
Killing at a conference with the mur- 
derers in a Harlem stable, when Sarro 
was present. A jury found Coher 
guilty and sentenced him to death. 
Archiello -repudiated his confession, 
but its validity was established and he, 
too, was sentenced to die. The same 
fate befell Ferrara, driver of the death 
car. Two other men charged with con- 
spiring with Cohen pleaded guilty and 
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received prison terms. The police had 
done their job thoroughly, and appar- 
ently the prosecution had been com- 
petent, too. Then began the long le- 
gal battle on behalf of the condemned 
men. 

The detectives had learned that one 
Antonio Cardinale had also been in- 
volved in the actual slaying. Since 
the murder, however, he had returned 
to Italy and become a Corporal in the 
Italian Army. Efforts were made to 
extradite him. The Italian Govern- 
ment consented to his return if he 
would not be made a defendant in tne 
case, but would be used only as 4 wit- 
ness for the State of New York

He was brought to this 
country and a new trial was 
asked by the defense for 
Archiello. District Attorney 
Swann, satisfied with Archiel- 
lo’s conviction, refused to 
join in the petition for a new 
trial. Politics then took a 
hand. The case was taken out 
of Swann’s hands and turned 
over to the office of the 
State’s Attorney*General. He 
agreed to a new trial for 
Archiello—who had been in- 
sisting all the iime that he 
had never really made the 
confession on which he was 
convicted. The new trial was 
granted, and it _ under- 

stood, or was 8upposed to 

have been, by the prose- 
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cution that Cardinale’s 
testimony would con- 
clusively prove 
Archiello’s guilt. 
But Cardi-; 
nale then refused 
to testify unless 
Archiello was re- 
leased from the 
death house. The 
two men were 
close friends. 
When this was 
done, Archiello, 
who had been 
claiming his —ittno- 

cence all the: time, 

fooled the prosecution 

and managed to plead 
guilty, accepting a life sen- 
sentence instead of death. Al- 


though Cardinale never named the 


actual shooters, it was clear from his 
testimony tltat he was leader of the 
murderers. He was returned to Italy 

While this’ fiasco was taking place, 
the defense was making a fight for 
Cohen's life, too. It was suddenly 
announced that Joseph Sorro, chief 
witness against Cohen, repudiated his 
testimony, which had convicted.

mind about recanting when he discov- 
ered that by doing so he had commit 
ted perjury and would probably get a 
term in jail for it.

NDER the circumstances, the 
: | State was compelled to grant it, 
and on Thanksgiving Eve, 1921, 
after having been reprieved from the 
chair eight times, Cohen went home, 
and a few months later was entirely 
freed when the State dismissed the 
case against him altogether, as it was 
compelled to do with its chief witness 
serving a term for perjury. 
Then counsel for the other defend- 
ants got busy. @#Since Sorro, who had 
been the spearhead of the prosecution, 


was now discredited, the State dropped, 


all charges against Cohen. Ferrara, 
like Archiello, had his death sentence 
commuted. New trials were won for 
both of them, as well as for the men 
who had pleaded guilty to conspiring 
with Cohen. The whole lot were freed 
when the State, realizing it had bun- 
gled, dropped the cases.

“The Window’ and ‘The 
Wheel’ are abstractions, and 
many people are interested in the 
abstract. Moreover, it is open to 
question whether either painting 
satisfactorily presents its abstrac- 
tion—whether this type has devel- 
oped far enough yet 
achieved adequate expression. 

“Pierre Roy’s ‘The Wheel’ 4s an 


‘abstraction of a different sort than 


‘The Window.’ Roy is a sur-real- 
ist; that is, he uses realism in an 
unreal way. In this picture, the 
wheel, the eggs, the document on 
the wall, the polished floor, all are 
painted carefully, skilfully, and 
with absolute fidelity to life. 
There is nothing queer about them 
separately, but grouped in one 
composition they are unquestion- 
ably queer, for they have no nat- 
ural relation to one another. 
There is no apparent reason for 
them to be shown together; show- 


ing them thus tells no story. In 
short, the whole scene seem3 
meaningless. And it is meaning- 


less, judged by the standard we 
are accustomed to apply to pic- 
tures. i 


OP 0 explanation is that 
Roy found it very pleas- 
ant to contemplate cer- 
tain objects in a certain setting, 
and believed it would give pleas- 
ure to others to see them 
pictured. Obviously, he was pri- 
marily interested in the wheel—-- 
in its contours its radiatine 
spokes, its lights and shadows. The 
eggs, the document pinned to the 
wall, the crossed sticks and all 
the rest were put in because they 
seemed to the artist to add to the 
visual harmony. If he had 
thought the lines and colors of a 
Bermuda onion or a brown derby 
fitted better into the ensemble 
than the eggs, that's what he 
would have painted beside the

wheel. What an object is doesn’t 
matter; how it looks is the im- 
portant thing governing its in- 


glusion tn such a composition. In 
other words,

A person who doesn't 
bother to make such a search or 
who knows it is useless, and mere- 
ly lets his visual sense receive im- 
pressions from the artist's ar- 
rangement of color, light and 
shadow, form and line, may find 
these impressions pleasant. More 
than one person who saw ‘The 
Wheel’ here was so affected, with- 
out knowing why.”
